Child Restraint Loan 
Provide Safe Seats 


Tim and Sue Adams are 
expecting their first child in a 
few weeks. Although they 
have already made most of 
their major baby equipment 
purchases, they have not yet 
bought their child restraint. 
Now, they fear the purchase 
of this important piece of 
equipment may have to be 
postponed indefinitely; last 
week Tim was laid off by his 
employer. 

Many communities in 
Alabama have recognized 
the need for parents to be 
able to obtain low-cost child 
restraints for their children. 
The answer to this need has 
been the establishment of 
child restraint loan 
programs. 

There are approximately 
30 such programs, and they 
are located in most areas of 
the state. Some of the 
programs are administered 
by hospitals, while others are 
housed in day care centers, 
heaith departments and 
service agency offices. Some 
of the smaller programs are 
able to lend only a few seats 
at a time, and others have as 
many as 600 seats available. 
In most cases, loan programs 
are funded jointly by the 
sponsoring agency and the 
residents of the community. 

The Alabama 
Department of Public Health 
has developed a kit which 
contains information on 
beginning a community child 


restraint loan program. This 
material can be obtained 
from the Bureau of Primary 
Prevention, 206 State Office 
Building, Montgomery, 
Alabama 36130,

ORDINANCE NO. 1983-2 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE 
CITY COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY OF ELBA, 
ALABAMA, AS FOLLOWS: 

Section 1. Any person or 
corporation committing an 
offense within the corporate 
limits of the City of Elba, 
Alabama, or within the police 
jurisdiction thereof, which is 
declared by law or laws of the 
State of Alabama now 
existing or hereafter enacted 
to be a misdemeanor, shall 
be guilty of an offense 
against the City of Elba, 
Alabama. 

Section 2. Any person or 
corporation committing an 
offense within the corporate 
limits of the City of Elba, 
Alabama, or within the police 
jurisdiction thereof, which is 
declared by a law or laws of 
the State of Alabama now 
existing or hereafter enacted 
to be a violation, shall be 
guilty of an offense against 
the City of Elba, Alabama. 

Section 3. Any person or 
corporation committing 
within the corporate limits of 
the City of Elba, Alabama, or 
within the police juris- 
diction thereof, an offense as 
defined by Section 13A-1-2 of 
the Alabama Criminal Code, 
which offense is not declared 
by a law or laws of the State 
of Alabama now existing or 
hereafter enacted to be a 
felony, misdemeanor or vio- 
lation, shall be guilty of an 
offense against the City of 
Elba, Alabama. 

Section 4. Any person 
found to be in violation of 
Sections One (1), Two (2) or 
Three (3) of this ordinance 
shall, upon conviction, be 
punished by a fine of not less 
than One Dollar ($1.00) nor 
more than Five Hundred 
Dollars ($500.00) and/or may 
be imprisoned or sentenced 
to hard labor for the city for a 
period not exceeding six (6) 
months, at the discretion of 
the Court trying the case, 
unless otherwise provided by 
Section 5 of this ordinance. 
Any corporation found to be 
in violation of Sections One 
(1), Two (2) or Three (3) of 
this ordinance shall, upon 
conviction, be punished by a 
fine of not less than One 
Dollar ($1.00) nor more than 
Five Hundred Dollars 
($500.00), at the discretion of 
the Court trying the case. 

Section 5. Any person 
found to be in violation of 
Section 32-5A-191, Code of 
Alabama, 1975, as amended, 
shall, upon conviction, be 
punished by a fine of not 
more than Five Thousand 
Dollars ($5,000.00) and/or 
may be imprisoned of 
sentenced to hard labor for 
not more than one year. 

Section 6. Any ordinance 
heretofore adopted by the 
City Council of the City of 
Elba, Alabama, which is in 
conflict with this ordinance is 
hereby repealed to the extent 
ot such conflict. 

Section 7, If any part, 
section or subdivision of this 
ordinance shall be held 
unconstitutional or invalid 
for any reason such holding 
shall not be construed to 
invalidate or impair the 
remainder of this ordinance, 
which shall continue in full 
force and effect notwith- 
standing such holding. 

Section 8. This ordinance 
shall become effective on - 
September 15, 1983.

Coleman Escapes, Returns To Jail 


Johnny Coleman, a prisoner in the 
Coffee County Jail awaiting trial on 
charges in Elba, escaped from the 
facility in Elba on Monday night, only to 
return approximately six hours later 
accompanied by his mother. According 
to Coffee County Sheriff's Department 
officials, Coleman was downstairs in the 
jail after returning from the courthouse, 
and walked out the back of the jail and 
out a gate while jailers were busy with 


other duties. 

The escape was noticed within 
minutes and all local police were 
alerted. The 24-year-old man remained 
at large until 12:30 a.m, Tuesday 
morning when he reappeared at the 
county jail accompanied by his mother. 


In addition to the original charges 
Coleman now must face escape charges 
filed .by the county. 


Increase Set For Food Stamps 


Most of the 1550 households 
receiving food stamps in Coffee County 
will see a small increase in their 
benefits beginning in October. 

**The increase will average only two 
or three dollars for each household,”’ 
said Ron Smith, director of the Coffee 
County Department of Pensions and 
Security. ‘‘The higher benefits result 
from increases in three of the 
deductions used in calculating food 
stamp allotments.” 

Deductions for essential expenses 
are subtracted from a family's gross 
income to arrive at its net income, which 
is then used to determine the food 
stamp allotment. Higher deductions 
mean less net income and more food 
stamps. 

In October the standard deduction 
for all households will increase from the 
current $85 a month to $89 a month P\ ary 


standard utility allowance for heating or 
cooling expenses will be raised from the 
current $108 a month to $146 a month. 

The deduction for shelter costs and 
dependent care will go up from the 
current maximum of $115 a month to a 
maximum o: *'?5 a month, This 
deduction is only tor people who pay 
more than half their income for rent and 
utilities or who pay for care of a family 
member while they work or go to school. 

In Alabama, the Department of 
Pensions and Security operates the food 
stamp program, but it is regulated 
nationwide by the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture. The USDA supplies all the 


Stamps. 


In Coffee County, about i550 
households or 4000 individrs' 
receive food stamps valued at $150,000 
every month.

Get Ready To Pay 


If you drink and drive on Alabama’s 
highways, you'd better get ready to pay 
higher fines and face stiffer penalties as 
the results of a new DUI law recently 
enacted by the state legislature! 

The new D.U.I. (driving while under 
the influence) law was adopted back on 
July 29 and the new law, unlike the old, 
is tough on all violators, whether it is 


the first, second or third offense. The 
penalties now include the requirement 
of‘ mandatory driver’s license sus- 
pension, revocations and possible 
prison sentences. In the past the 
penalties were left up to the discretion 
of local judges, but now the violators 
can’t hope to find a friendly judge that 


will take it easy on an old buddy. 


Kirkland Announces 


Plans To Leave Senate 


State Senator Reo Kirkland of 
Brewton announced this week that he 
will not seek renomination by the 
Democratic party for Senate District 31 
which now includes Escambia, Coving- 
ton and Coffee Counties. 

Kirkland, a Brewton attorney, says 
he ‘will spent the next few years 
concentrating on his law practice, but 
has not ruled out future bids for political 
office at the local, state or national 
level. 

‘The people of Escambia County 
have given me the opportunity and 
privilege of continuing my family’s 
political heritage in this county by twice 
electing me to represent them in the 
state senate. In 1978 I represented four 
courtties (Escambia, Conecuh, Clarke 
and Monroe), and in 1982 was elected 
from six counties with parts of 
Washington and Baldwin being added. 

‘In 1982 everyone running for the 
legislature knew we were running under 
an interim or temporary plan, even 
though there was some thought that a 
full four-year term might be allowed by 
the federal court. The present term 
expires December 31, 1983. 

‘‘Senate District 31 was one of the 
districts that placed two incumbent 
senators in the same district. Senator 
E.C. ‘‘Crum’’ Foshee of Andalusia was 
elected in 1982 to represent Covington, 
Coffee and Geneva Counties. Since 
there were two incumbent senators in 
our district, Senator Foshee and I were 
virtually guaranteed that one of us 
would receive the Democratic nomi- 
nation, and there is no Republican 
candidate, which means the Democratic 
nominee will be our senator. 

“Senator Foshee and | have been 
friends since before I graduated from 
law school. We have talked at great 
length about this matter, and I am 
convinced that he will represent the 
best interests of Escambia County,” 
Kirkland said of Escambia’s likely new 
senator, 

‘I have familiarized Senator Foshee 
with the needs of our county and he is 
prepared to move forward, especially on 


our state lake. Last session | was able to 
place $300,000 in the general fund 
Conservation budget for this lake, 
which makes almot $500,000 available 
for this project now,’’ Kirkland added. 


Among the various honors Senator 
Kirkland received during his five years 
in the senate are: 1982 Legislative 
Crime Fighting Award by the Alabama 
District Attorney’s Association for 
handling the Governor’s Crime Package 
in the senate; 1982 Forestry Legislator 
of the Year; and 1980 Sportsman of the 
Year by the Alabama Coon Hunters 
Association. 

Kirkland says his most enjoyable 
work in the Senate was creating and 
serving as chairman of Alabama’s first 
‘Oil and Gas Interim Study Committee. 
‘‘T feel the groundwork we laid with this 
first committee will serve as the catalyst 
for an improved relationship between 
state goyernment and the oil and gas 
industry in Alabama. It is extremely 
important that Alabama return to and 
maintain a competitive position with the 
other oil- and gas-producing states if we 
are ever to realize the full potential of 
our resources in this area,’’ Kirkland 
stated. 

Senator Kirkland sponsored and 
passed many significant pieces of 
legislation during his tenure in the 
senate, ingluding the one-for-one jury 
strike bill, Natural Death Act, and Fair 
Dismissal Bill for school workers. He 
also served for two years as chairman of 
the Legislative Forestry Study 
Committee. 

‘I encourage the young people of 
our state to become involved in the 
legislative process, and our system of 
self-government at all levels. Our 
system is not perfect because we are not 
but it is without question the best 
system and it works. 


*‘While I do not regret my decision 
to leave the senate, I know I will miss 
the many friends I served and worked 
with. I look forward to the practice of 
law for the next few years and will 


continue to consider becoming a 
candidate for public office in the 
future.”’ 


Included in the new ‘‘get-tough’’ 
penalties are mandatory fines of $250 to 
$1000, a 90-day license suspension and 
possible one-year prison terms for 
first-time offenders. For those caught a 
second time, the fine jumps to $500 to 
$2500, a mandatory one-year suspen- 
sion of one’s driver's license, 
mandatory 48-hour imprisonment or 20 
days working at a designated job within 
the community that will benefit the 
area, and a possible additional year in 
prison, Third-time violators will be 
required to serve a 60-day prison term 
which can't be probated or suspended, 
pay a fine of $1000 to $5000 and have 
their license revoked for three years. 
There is also the possibility of yet 
another one-year prison sentence! The 
penalties are stiff, especially when you 
look at the old law. 

In past years, first-time offenders 
were fined between $100 - $1000 and 
faced no license suspension, while 
second-time violators faced a higher 
fine and a short suspension period. The 
third time offender faced stiff penalties, 
but nothing like those now in effect. 

Elba Police Chief John White stated, 
“‘You have to do something to stop 
folks, one way or another, and these 
new stiffer fines and jail sentences will 
get some attention, The law won't stop 
all drunk drivers -- no law will wipe out 
a crime -- but I think it will lead to a 
marked decrease. The old law wasn’t 
strict enough and the people weren't 
afraid of it! This new law is strict, but 
not tod strict. We have to stop people 
from drinking and driving. This won't 
be the solution there isn’t one; 
however, it will slow it down.’’ 

‘‘l hope everyone understands that 
we're not going to go out and hunt 
drinking drivers,’" added Chief White. 
‘We are just going to do our job and 
protect the innocent citizens as well as 
the drinking drivers themselves."’ 

Since an arrest cannot be made 
unless a driver has committed a type of 
moving violation, police are not always 
able to spot the drinking driver. A 
patrolman can stop a driver doing 
erratic driving and then give him a 
breath test to ascertain the certainty of 
his level of intoxication. If the blood 
level is 10 percent or higher, the driver 
is legally intoxicated and will face the 
penalties defined above.

In articles prior to last 
week’s the progressive 
downward slide from 
occasional or social drinking 
to the chronic phase of 
alcoholism was illustrated. 
Last week it was pointed out 
that it is not necessary for 
the abuser of alcohol tu go 
through every phase and 
completely ‘hit bottom’ 
before seeking help to arrest 
his addiction. This brings up 
the point of how far can or 
should he go before help is 
necessary. There are no clear 
cut answers to this question- 
only the drinker himself 
knows for sure. 

However, one common 
trait that all alcoholics have 
is a strong system of denial 
and rationalization. As was 
pointed out last week, it 
becomes necessary many 
times for an_ interested 
outside party to confront him 
with facts that make further 
denial impossible. Only be 
making the consequences of 
his continuing to drink so 
unpleasant that he will be 
forced to seek help can he be 
made aware. This is rarely 
easy to do and this confronta- 
tion can be as complex as the 
alcoholic himself. 

In order to make this 
confrontation a successful

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results, it is necessary to 
recognize the methods of 
denial the alcoholic will 
employ. These are many and 
varied but there are some 
standard ones that are used 
by almost all alcoholics. He 
has used these so often that 
he literally believes them to 
be the absolute truth. He 
figures that as long as he can 
set his own behavior 
standards and conforms to 
them that his drinking is 
under control and he cannot 
be an alcoholic. 

Some of the more 
common misconceptions 
about alcoholic drinking and 
alcoholism are: 

lam not a skid row bum; I 
never drink before 5:00 
o'clock; 1 never drink any- 
thing but beer; I drink only 
on weekends; I am_ too 
young; I can quit any time. 

Today's article __ will 
discuss these first three 
fallacies and next week’s will 
discuss the remaining three. 

The first is ‘‘l am not a 
skid row bum’’. This is the 
most common fallacy found 
among alcoholics and the 
general public. The idea that 
the only person who could 
possibly be an alcoholic is the 
“falling-down drunk’’ on 
skid row is, unforturnately, a 
misconception, 

But most people do not 
know that the so-called skid 
row bum represents only 
three per cent of the 
America’s nine million 
alcoholics; the other 97 per 
cent are ‘‘ordinary’’ people. 
Most of them still have good 
jobs, are maintaining their 
families, and are ‘‘getting 
along,’’ although often 
having a difficult time of it 
because of drinking. 

Alcoholism can _ affect 
anyone, The fact that he still 
has a job, making good 
money, and still living at 
home should not fool him 
into thinking that he doesn’t 
need to do anything about his 
drinking if he frequently 
drinks to intoxication, or if he 
has trouble stopping when 
others do, 

If one has lost the ability 
to keep from taking a drink or 
to control the amount he 
drinks, he has a drinking 
problem, and shouldn't kid 
himself! 

Many people in top-level 
positions in all sorts of 
professions are alcoholics 
because they have become 
dependent upon harmful 
quantities of alcohol. They 
have developed a physiologi- 
cal addiction coupled with a 
psychological compulsion 
which destroys their ability 
to contro! their drinking. 

If a person so addicted 
continues to drink, he will 
eventually, in all probability, 
become unemployable even 
though it may take a good 
number of years before he 
reaches that stage. 

It must never’ be 
forgotten that alcoholism, or 
addiction to alcohol, is a 
progressive and fatal 
disease. The only hope, the 
only way the alcoholic can 
save his life, is to learn to 
live without alcohol. 

The second is ‘‘because fi 
never drink before 5:00 
p.m.’ Some people have the 
mistaken idea that no one is 
an alcoholic unless he has to 
have a drink in the morning. 
This is not true. 

It is not when one drinks, 
but whether he can control 
the amount he drinks that 
determines whether he had a 
drinking problem. 

By the loss of control it is 
not meant that a person gets 
drunk every time he drinks, 
but that he very often drinks 
more than he intended to, 
and he gets drunk with 
increasing frequency. 
Anyone who ‘‘just has to 
have" a drink no matter 
when-at lunch, after work, 
before dinner, at bedtime-is 
in danger of becoming 
dependent upon alcohol. 
From dependence upon 
alcohol it is not far to 
addiction. 

It is true that the need for 
a ‘‘normal drink"’ is one of 
the symptoms of the crucial 
or chronic stages of 
alcoholism. But simply 
because one does noft'Urave a 
drink in the morning does not 
mean that he is free froff the 
disease of alcoholism. 

Again, it is the loss of 
control that determines 
whether a person is an 
alcoholic or whether alcohol 
is causing him» continuing 
trouble in some department 
of his life. In fact. if his wife 
is insisting that his drinking 
is excessive, thal is wie of 
the best signs that it really is 
» orohlem and he ought to do 


something about it. His 
trouble is never going to get 
better as long as he drinks. It 
will only get worse. 

The third is ‘‘because I 
never drink anything but 
beer.’’ Many people mistak- 
enly believe that the low 
alcoholic content of beer 
reduces the danger of intoxi- 
cation or addiction, and that 
beer is less intoxicating or 
addicting than gin, whisky, 
vodka, or wine. 

However, it is the 
chemical, ethyl alcohol, to 
which the alcoholic is 
‘‘allergic,’’ and this chemical 
is found in all alcoholic 
beverages. There is about as 
much ethly alcohol in an 
average can of beer as there 
is in a 4-ounce glass of wine 
or a one-ounce shot of 
whisky. 

It is this chemical ethly 
alcohol which is _ the 
intoxicating and addicting 
ingredient in every alcoholic 
beverage. This alcohol is 
burned up in the body by the 
liver at a fixed rate. If alcohol 
is consumed in whatever 
vehicle-whisky, beer, gin, 
vodka, or whatnot-at a rate 
faster than the liver can 
metobolize it, intoxication is 
bound to result. (Some 
people who insist they are 
not alcoholics because they 
drink only beer usually tell 
however, that they often 
drink from 10 to 15 or more 
cans of beer in an evening. 
This is the equivalent of 10 to 
15 or more shots of whisky.) 

These misconceptions 
allow the alcoholic to think he 
is controlling his drinking. 
What is even more 
unfortunate, people that are 
interested in him believe 
them, also. (At least for a 
little while). They believe 
this because they want to 
believe it and think that they 
are helping the drinker when 
actually the opposite is true. 
Their denial becomes strong 
as his and the merry-go- 
round begins. The non- 
drinker or **believe’’ 
becomes as sick as the 
drinker.

Disaster Assistance Loans Discussed 


The Farmers Home 
Administration (FmHA) is 
currently monitoring the 
drought and hot weather 


conditions throughout the 
State. Secretary Block 

had a meeting in 
Chicago September 2, 


1983, to discuss with many of 
the State Governors and 
Congressional Delegates the 
drought situation. Dale N. 
Richey, FmHA State 
Director, announced 

that he has instructed his 
staff to keep him posted daily 
in order to make certain that 
every available assistance is 
extended to the drought 
stricken farm families. 


Farmers Home 
Administration (FmHA) is 
authorized to make 


emergency (EM) loans in 
counties where severe 
production losses occur as a 
result of a natural disaster 
that substantially affects 
farming, ranching’ or 
aquaculture operations. 
According to Richey, 
counties become eligible for 
this Federal Assistance 
under a major disaster or 
emergency declaration by 
the President, when 
designated by the Secretary 
of Agriculture or when the 
FmHA Administrator 
determines that an unusual 
and adverse weather 
condition or natural 
phenomeum has 
substantially affected 


farmers, causing severe 
physical losses. 
A recent survey by 


Richey indicates that cotton 
and late soybeans in North

Alabama, peanuts. in 
Southeast Alabama and hay 
or pastures in Southwest 
Alabama are some of the 
main crops being affected. 
The survey revealed that 
most of the State has 
received some set back or 
loss. However, some 
jndivid al farmers have not 
geen affected, 

USDA County 
Emergency Boards (CEB) 
and State Emergency Boards 
(SEB) are charged with the 
responsibility of reporting 
the occurrence of and 
assessing the damage caused 
by disasters. They work very 
closely with the Governor's 
Emergency coordinator and 
the State Department of 
Agriculture including 
requests to the President by 
the Governor. 


Damage Assessment 
Reports (DAR) are prepared 
in accordance with USDA 
Emergency Operations 
Handbook (EOH) for review 
when a determination is to be 
made by the Secretary of 
Agriculture, The Secretary 
must determine that there 
has been a reduction county- 
wide of at least 30 percent of 
the normal years dollar value 
of all crops, including hay 
and pasture, and the crops 
could not be replanted or 
replaced with a_ substitute 
crop, or that there has been a 
30 percent loss countywide in 
the normal year's dollar 
value of a single enterprise. 


For an individual tor 
qualify for production losses, 
the percentage loss in any 
single enterprise which is a 
basic part of the farming 
Operation must equal or 
exceed 30 percent. Eligible 
farmers must present a 
reasonably sound plan of 
operation and bé* willing to 
secure the loan with 
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Wall Paint 
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Various Colors 


available collateral. 
Applicants unable to obtain 
the needed funds from other 
sources may receive an 
actual loss loan at the current 
interest rate, which is 8 


percent. For those applicants 
that are able to obtain credit 
from private sources the rate 
are established periodically 
by the Secretary of 
Agriculture based upon the 
rate the conventional lenders 
are charging for similar 
loans. The current rate is 


13.75 percent. The 
emergency loan program has 
been changed so _ that 


farmers will receive only an 
actual loss loan for their 
determined loss not to 
exceed $500,000.00.” 

Richey encourages all 
affected farmers to stay 
abreast of available 
assistance through the news 
media and report to the 
County Farmers Home 
Administration Supervisor or 
other members of the County 
Emergency Board.

WHEAT DISEASES 


Coffee County farmers 
are planting much more 


wheat in recent years than all 
the rest of the years 
combined. As a result, more 
wheat diseases are showing 
up. Dr. Austin Hagan, plant 
disease specialist at Auburn, 
told me recently of the 
importance of using disease 
resistant wheat varieties. In 
addition to using resistant 
varieties, other management 
practices including rotation 
and the use of fungicides is 
recommended, 

In wheat fields that are 
rotated, diseases will usually 
be minimum. However, 
where wheat follows wheat 
for four or five years you will 
get diseases which will 
seriously reduce yields. 

Two diseases - especially 
powdery mildew and 
Septoria glume blotch - will 
cause heavy losses in Coffee 
County wheat fields. Keep a 
two- or three-year rotation 
and preferably three years, 
on wheat. 


A new disease identified 
as ‘‘take-off’’ is doing a lot of 
damage right now in north 
Alabama. The disease was 
heaviest in those fields 
where they had continuous 
wheat for five years, but little 
damage was found in 
well-rotated fields. 


BECOMING POPULAR 
Several people have 
asked about planting the 
rabbiteye type blueberries. 
These berries are large and 
delicious, and folks like to 


plant them because they 
require so little care. 
Plant at least two 


varieties of either Tifblue, 
Delite, Woodard, Climax, or 
Bluebelle. Plant in late 
November, December, or 
early January in a large hole 
which is at least 18 inches 
deep. Work in about 
one-third bushel of peat 
moss with the soil. Plant 
about one inch deeper than

Nurserymen Harvest 
Improved Pine Seed 


By: Ray Covin, Chief, Tree 
Improvement 


Alabama’s landowners 
will be able to plant 18,700 
acres with improved pine 
tree seedlings from seed 
recently collected in the 
Alabama Forestry 
Commission's (AFC) 
improved pine seed orchards 
located at Geneva State 
Forest, Hauss Nursery, and 
Tuskegee Seed Orchard. 
During September and 
October, work crews were 
busy collecting 800 bushels 
of improved slash pine cones 
and 900 bushels of improved 
loblolly pine cones. A bushel 
of cones will yield a little 
more than one pound of 
seed. This seed will then be 
grown in AFC nurseries 
where it will be available for 
planting by Alabama’s land- 
owners during the 1983-84 
planting season. 

Two different systems 
were used to collect the pine 
cones. Ripe slash cones were 
harvested by using a 
mechanical tree shaker to 
shake the cones from the 
tree. The cones were allowed 
to fall freely to the ground 


where they were gathered by 
AFC crews. The mechanical 
tree shaker caused little or no 
damage to the tree. 

Loblolly pine cones are 
more firmly attached to the 
limb making it almost 
impossible to remove the 
pine cones by a tree shaker. 
Loblolly pine cones must be 
handpicked. AFC personel 
used three ‘‘cherrypickers’’ 
to carry the work crews to 
treetop level where the 
picking is done by hand. 

After being harvested 
either by using the tree 
shaker or by handpicking, 
the pine cones were hand- 
cleaned of all pine straw, 
stems and debris, 
transferred to burlap bags 
and placed on racks for 
air-drying for three weeks. 
After proper drying, the 
cones are then sent to a 
commercial seed extraction 
compnay where the seed is 
extracted from the cones. 
The extraction company 
processes the cones and 
returns the seed to the AFC 
nurseries ready for planting.

SPITTLEBUGS

It seems they are appearing 
in centipede grass more 
often than other grasses.

SOIL TESTING 

Coffee County farmers 
and gardeners sent in 2011 
samples of soil to the 
laboratory at Auburn in the 
year just ended. Six hundred 
seventy-four samples were 
sent from peanut fields and 
400 from soybean fields. Two 
hundred twenty samples 
were sent for corn and 139 
for summer grasses. One 
hundred thirty lawn samples 
were sent in and 112 garden 
samples. 

I am surprised that only 
about 300 samples combined 
were sent in on gardens and 
lawns. Most lawns and 
practically all gardens need 
to be sampled every three 
years. Testing supplies are 
available at agri-business 
places and at the Extension 
office. You can't beat this 
time of the year for getting 


samples in to the 
laboratory. 
QUALITY GRAZING 

L.A. McLendon, who 


lives in the Chestnut Grove 
Community, is a_ positive 
thinker. He is getting on up 
in years, but for several 
years now he has had some 
excellent grazing for his 
cattle. McLendon is a 
believer in planting small 
grains for grazing in 
September and fertilizing 
them well. In fact, he 
soil-tests every year and puts 
out lime and fertilizer and 
nitrogen as recommended. 

Some years McLendon 
will buy lightweight steers 
and heifers to graze 
anywhere from 120 to 150 
days. The profit he makes 
depends on the price he pays 
for the calves and the selling 
price. McLendon told me he 
had rather have 10 acres of 
well-fertilzied grazing than 
to have 20 acres which are 
poorly managed.
